I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  your  District  for  the  year  1965. 

Dr.  A.  C.  Howard,  whose  death  in  tragic  circumstances  shocked  us  all, 
was  Medical  Officer  of  Health  until  1st  April,  1965  when  he  went  on  sick 
leave.  For  the  remainder  of  the  year  Dr.  T.  E.  Roberts,  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  Basingstoke  Borough  and  Rural  District  wa.s  Acting  Medical  Officer  of 
Health, 

The  Registrar  Generali  estimated  mid-year  population  wa.s  25,690  which 
was  an  increase  of  460  over  1964*  There  were  233  deaths  and  570  births 
showing  a  natural  increase  of  337. 

I  should  like  to  thank  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  staff 
of  both  his  and  my  department  for  their  help  in  the  completion  of  this  report,

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Live  Birth  Rate 

The  crude  live  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  22.2.  The 
corrected  live  birth  rate  (using  a  comparability  factor  of  0.9S)  was  21. 8 
compared  with  a  rate  of  18.1  for  England  and  Wales,  and  19.7  for  the 
Administrative  County  of  Hampshire.  In  1964  the  corrected  birth  rate  for 
Kingsclere  &  Whitchurch  was  19.73. 

Illegitimate  Births 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  30  compared  with  23  in  1964.  A 
better  comparison  is  the  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  to  total  live 
births  which  was  5.3 %  compared  with  4*4%  in  1964. 

Still  Births 

There  were  5  still  births  (all  legitimate  births)  giving  a  still  birth 
rate  per  1,000  total  live  and  stillbirths  of  8.7  compared  with  11.9  in  1964. 
The  still  birth  rate  for  England  raid  Wales  in  1965  was  15.8  and  for  the 
Administrative  County  of  Hampshire  it  was  12.5. 

Infant  Deaths 

Five  infants  under  the  ag-e  of  one  year  died  in  1965  -  there  were  no 
deaths  in  illegitimate  infants.  Of  these  4  died  in  the  first  week  of  life 
and  the  other  one  between  a  month  and  a  year.  The  cause  of  death  in  three 
cases  was  prematurity!  in  another  it  was  due  to  congenital  causes  and  in  the 
fifth,  the  cause  was  broncho-pneumonia.

Infant  Mortality  Rate 

This  is  calculated  a.s  the  total  infant  deaths  per  1,000  live  births  and 
for  1965  was  8.8  compared  with  22.0  in  1964.  For  England  and  Wales  in  1965  the 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  19.0  and  for  the  Administrative  County  Hampshire 
it  was  17.8, 
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Legitimate  Mortality  Rate 

As  all  infant  deaths  were  in  legitimate  births  the  Legitimate  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  was  also  8.8. 

Illegitimate  Infant  Mortality  Rate 

As  there  were  no  deaths  in  illegitimate  infants  this  rate  was  zero. 

Neonatal  mortality  Rate 

This  is  the  deaths  of  infants  under  four  weeks  per  1,000  live  births 
and  for  the  year  under  review  was  7.0  compared  with  12.0  in  1964. 

Early  Neonatal  Mortality  Rate 

This  is  do  tis  of  infants  under  one  week  of  age  per  1,000  live  births  and 
was  also  7.0  compared  with  12.0  for  1964. 

PerinataJL  Mortality  Rate 

This  rate  is  the  combined  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  week 
and  stillbirths  per  1,000  total  live  births  and  still  births  and  was  15.6 
compared  with  23. 8  in  1964. 

Maternal  Deaths 

There  wore  no  maternal  deoths  from  pregnancy  or  childbirth  giving  a 
Maternal  Mortality  Rate  of  zero  for  1965.  The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  for 
the  Administrative  County  of  Hampshire  was  0.11  in  1965. 

Deaths  from  all  Causes 

The  Registrar  General  has  recorded  the  following  deaths  and  they  are 
classified  under  the  thirty-five  headings  based  on  the  abbreviated  list  of 
International  Statistical  Classifications  of  Diseases,  Injuries  and  Causes  of 
Death  in  1965.

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The  total  number  of  deaths  in  1965  was  ?C3.  Of  these  only  39  occurred 
below  the  age  of  54  years  and  106  over  the  age  of  75. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  accounted  for  84  deaths  -  they  caused  36.1%  of  all 
deaths. 

Coronary  artery  disease  caused  46  deaths  giving  a  figure  of  19.7%  of  all 
deaths. 

Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  with  41  deaths  gave  a  percentage 
figure  of  17.6% 

If  all  dee„ths  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  (which 
includes  v.  .scular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system)  are  totalled  a  figure  of 
134  deaths  is  arrived  at  -  thus  causing  57.5%  of  all  deaths  in  the  district. 

Cancer  caused  thirty-eight  deaths  giving  a  figure  of  16.3%  of  deaths. 
Cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  censed  10  deaths  or  in  other  words  26.3%  of 
cancer  deaths.  Cancer  of  the  uterus  caused  5.3%  of  deaths. 

With  a  better  realisation  of  the  public  of  the  correlation  between 
cigarette  smoking  and  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus,  the  number  of  deaths 
due  to  this  type  of  cancer  should  drop.  In  addition,  with  the  advent  of  the 
cervical  smear  techniques,  many  deaths  due  to  cancer  of  the  uterus  will  be 
prevents di

There  were  nine  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  the  district  in 
1965,  though  three  of  these  were  inward  transfers  from  other  areas.  Three 
cases  were  removed  from  the  register,  two  cured  and  one  transfer  to 
another  anea. 

One  is  apt  to  think  that  tuberculosis  has  been  wiped  out  but  there  are 
still  many  cases  of  undetected  tuberculosis  in  the  population  of  the  country, 
capable  of  passing  on  the  disease  to  a  non-immune  contact.

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Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  offered  to  all  persons  under  40  years 
of  age.  The  vaccine  generally  used  is  the  oral  (sabin)  type  of  vaccine  which  is 
easier  to  administer  to  children.  It  is  important  to  ensure  that  the  highest 
possible  acceptance  rate,  especially  ai.ong  youiy,  children,  is  maintained.

Diphtheria.  Tetanus  and  Whooping  Cough  Vaccination 


The  most  frequently  used  agent  is  Triple  Antigen  which  contains  antigens 
of  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus.  This  reduces  the  number  of 
injections  necessary,  which  are  usually  commenced  when  the  infant  is  about 
three  months  old.  The  antigens,  given  combined  in  a  single  va.ccine,  produce 
a  greater  protection  to  ea<?h  disease  than  they  would  if  given  separately*

The  Andover  and  Kingsclere  District  Health  Sub-Committee  is  a 
Sub-Committee  of  the  Health  Committee  of  the  Hampshire  County  Council. 

As  each  District  Council  appoints  three  Councillors  and  two  co-opted 
members  representing  voluntary  organisations  it  has  available  a  considerable 
amount  of  vaJLuable  information  concerning  the  three  districts. 

Reports  are  submitted  on  infectious  disease,  births  and  deaths,  registration 
and  inspection  of  nurseries,  immunisation  and  vaccination,  midwifery  and 
maternity  services,  home  help  servises,  district  nurses1  accommodation  and 
'Meals  on  Wheels',  in  which  all  three  districts  have  a  common  interest. 

In  addition,  the  Sub-Committee  appoints  district  nurses  and  midwives, 
submits  financial  estimates  for  the  Home  Help  Service  and  deals  with  such 
matters  as  the  distribution  of  Welfare  Foods  and  other  activities  concerned  with 
Child  Welfare  Centres.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  collection  is  "kerbside"  in  character  end  a  weekly  collection  is  made 
throughout  the  Rural  District. 

In  the  case  of  the  aged  and  infirm  occupiers  living  on  their  own, 
arrangements  are  made  upon  request  for  the  refuse  bins  to  be  collected  from 
the  back  doors.

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  burying  in  large  disused  pits  but  is  first 
fired  before  being  bull-dozed  and  covered,  this  reduces  the  fly  end  rat 
menace  consideralby,  but  a  certain  amount  of  treatment  is  also  carried  out  to 
control  both  fly  and  rat  menace. 

The  tips  are  situated  at  Juniper  Down,  Stoke  and  Oxford  Lane,  Ashford  Hill, 
Fortunately,  these  tips  are  situated  well  away  from  any  dwellings  and  the 
firing  does  not,  therefore,  cause  any  nuisance. 

The  labour  force  consists  of  4  Loader-drivers,  one  spare  Loader-driver 
8  Loaders  and  2  Tip-men.  Reserve  labour  being  available  from  the  Depot, 
Whitchurch.

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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

There  are  three  major  sewage  works  in  the  Rural  District,  situated  at 
King sole re,  Overton  and  Whitchurch. 

The  Tadley  Sewage  Works  are  situated  at  Silchester,  which  is  in  the 
Rural  District  of  Be„singstoke. 

King sole re  Sewage  Works,  Union  Lane,  Kingsclere,  deals  with  the 
sewage  from  the  village  of  Kingsclere.  These  works  are  gravity  fed. 

The  volume  of  sewage  dealt  with  during  the  year  was  36,802,000  gallons. 
Proposals  are  in  hand  to  enlarge  these  works  to  sewer  the  village  of 
Ecchinsvell  and  discharge  into  the  Kingsclere  disposal  plant. 

Overton  Sewage  Works,  Southington,  deal  with  the  sewage  from  the 
villages  of  Overton  and  Freefolk.  The  sewage  from  Freefolk  being  pumped 
to  the  pimping  station  at  Overton.  The  volume  of  sewage  dealt  with  during 
the  year  was  69,170,000  gallons. 

Whitchurch  Sewage  Works,  off  Winchester  Road,  Whitchurch,  deals  with 
the  sewage  from  the  village  of  Whitchurch.  The  pumping  station  is  situated 
at  the  Council  Depot,  and  the  sewage  is  pumped  from  there  to  disposal  works, 
where  it  is  treated  by  broad  land  irrigation.  The  volume  of  sewage  dealt 
with  during  the  year  was  49,175,000. 

Tadley  Sewage  Works,  Inhams  Copse,  Silchester.  These  Works  deal  with 
the  sewage  from  the  village  of  Tadley,  the  A.W.R.E.  housing  estate  in 
Baughurst,  and  the  A.W.R.E.  and  their  housing  estates  in  the  Rural  District  of 
Bradfield,  Berkshire.  The  quantity  of  sewage  dealt  with  during  the  year  was 
198,410,000  gallons. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  population  served  by  main  drainage  is  12,000 
and  the  population  served  by  the  small  sewage  disposal  plants  dealing  with 
Council  Estates  1,100  making  a.  total  of  13,100  on  wa.ter  borne  drainage. 

During  the  current  year  work  continued  on  the  scheme  to  provide  mains 
drainage  in  the  Parishes  of  St.  Mary  Bourne  and  Hurstboume  Priors,  and  it  is 
estimated  that  this  will  be  completed  in  September,  1966. 
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Council  House  Disposal  Plants 

There  is  also  a  sewage  works  situated  at  Bishops  Green,  Ecchinswell, 
owned  by  the  Air  Ministry.  These  works  take  the  domestic  sewage  from 
Greenham  Common  Airfield  (situated  in  Berkshire)  and  the  Council,  by 
agreement,  discharges  the  domestic  sewage  from  some  100  dwellings  at 
Bishops  Green  into  these  works.
